SKC. 13. Upon any complaint made in wri- 


ting under oath, by any two respectable per- 
sons, residents of ihe town, village or ward, in 
which any licensed person may keep his shop, 
grocery, saloon, or place for the sale of any 
liijiiors or drinks, under tho provisions of this 
act, ami upon filing the same with the clerk 
of the town, city or villoge, setting forth there- 
in that any such licensed person keeps or 
maintains a disorderly, riotous, indecent or 
improper house, or that he suffers, allows or 
permit gambling in his house with cards, dice, 
or with any device cjr implements, or in any 
manner whatever, the board of supervisors, 
or the board of alderman, or the board of' 
trustees, (us the case .nay be) shall issue their 
summons under the hand of their clerk, di- 
rected to any constable of the town, city or 
vilhisre, commanding the person FO complain- 
ed of to be and appear before such board on 
a day certain to be therein named, (vrhieh 
day shall not be less than three, nor more than 
tea d«}•.«,) to shew cause why his license shall 
not be immediately revoked nnd cancelled. 


SKC. 14. If such accused person shall not 


appear as required by the summons mention- 
ed in the forogoing section, to show cause in 
answer to such complaint, the board issuing 
the same shall take such comphiint and the 
chariM'b therein nnide, to be true, and if they 
shall deem the allegntion contained in said 
complaint to be sufficient, they shall immedi- 
ately cause ssiid license, by them before grant- 
ed, to be wholly revoked and annulled, which 
action of the board shall be e.ntered by their 
clerk on the books or journal of the board, and 
they shall cause proper notice to be given to

SEC. 16. All monies derived from licenses 


granted under this act, shall be separate and 
distinct from other monies by the town, city 
or village treasurer, and the same shall be ap- 
plied solely for the purpose of defraying the 
pauper expenses of such town, city or village, 
unless the amount received shall exceed the 
sum required for such objects, in which case 
the remainder shall be placed in the general 
treasury of the city, town or village, and ap- 
propriated in the same manner as other mon- 
eyes: Provided, however, that in counties 
where the county system of supporting pau- 
pers has been adopted, said moneys shall be 
placed in the general treasury of the city, 
town or village, and appropriated in the same 
manner as other moneys. 


SKC. 17. This act shall take effect from nnd 


after the first day of June next, and Chapter 
29 of the Revised Statutes, and the act amen- 
datory thereof, approved February 8, 1850, 
are hereby repealed : Provided, that this act 
shall in no wise effect any prosecution already 
commenced, or right accrued under the Jaws 
hereby repealed.
